With reference to the disposition of the Cash Reserve Fund 
now at the disposal of this Committee, may I submit the following 


for consideration please. 


Research in Pagel ot herapy was commenced at Hart House 
in July 1917 by an initia grant of $400. for that purpose from 


Colonel Massey, which inereased by successive donations, chiefly 
from friends of Mr. Blata in Hamilton, to a total of over ‘1500. 
warly in 1918, when over $1000. had been expanded and further funds 
were not in sight, President Falconer agreed to assist the work 

by trying to arrane¢ @ a special University Grant. This was not 


immediately possible, and in the meantime, to guarantee continuance 
of the research, the President made a special arrangement in April 
whereby the Bursar's office took over our earlier vouchers for cash 
to the amount of $999.36 (authorized May 13, 1918). To this 

was later added some ~004«00 from private donations. As the 
official University Grant of £1500. came in June, and has paid 

our expenses to date, the President's emergency fund now totalling 
$1151.26 is still to our credit. 


When the mechanical experimental workshop in Hart House was 
closed, February 1919, the equipment which b elonged to the Board 
of Trustees of the Hart House Fund was presented to the University 
for the Psychological Department. It is the inytent ion of the 
Department to develop through it certain forms of Applied 
Psychology, such as some of the therapeutical lines commenced 
at Hart House, and problems of Industrial Hygiene. The services 
of a skilled mechanic costing {1500. per year are immediately 
required, but it is extremely difficult for the President to secure 
that amount at the present time. 


As the research of our Committee has been covered to date 
by the University Grant of $1500., and is now provided for by 
Pp. C. 872, may I suggest that the money procured by the President 
last year to guarantee our work be now put at his disposal again 
toward securing a mechanic for the University Research work 
indicated above.

For your information may I say please, that at a 
Conference on June 7th between General Fotheringham and the 
Research Committee under P. C. 872, Colonel Wilson asked 
officially the date of termination of my military service.
